Office Action Summary 



Part of Paper No./Mail Date 20060203 
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The disclosure is objected to because the property represented by the term "Frazier 
airflow resistance" is not readily apparent. While Frazier values for measuring air permeability 
are known (typically given in units of cubic feet per square foot per minute), the "Frazier" values 
for resistance given in Tf 0024 (last sentence) and in Tf 0025 (penultimate sentence) of the 
specification are not understood, particularly since the units for these resistance values have not 
been included. Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3-13 and 15-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicant regards as the invention. Since claims 1,3-13 and 15-22 now recite a "radial flow" 
cartridge, it appears essential that axial ends of the inner and outer cages be closed in some 
manner (see claim 14) in order to cause fluid to flow in a radial direction; and the absence of 
such a limitation in claims 1, 3-13 and 15-22 renders these claims incomplete. Also, claims 7 and 
8 are indefinite because these claims recite a band which is elastic and/or which permits radial 
expansion, but they depend from a claim (i.e. claim 6) which recites that the band inhibits radial 
expansion. Claim 13 is indefinite because it depends fi"om a canceled claim (i.e. claim 2). 

Claims 23-26 are allowed . Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would also be allowed if rewritten in independent form to include all of the 
limitations of parent claim 1 .
